Active'  development  of  the  1947  program  started  early  in 
1946,  with  county  and  community  committeemen  REVIEWING  THE 
previous  year’s  prograMo  The  review  was  Made  for  the  pur- 
pose OF  SUGGESTING  NEW  PRACTICES,  IMPROVING  OLD  PRACTICES, 
AND  RECOMMENDING  ADMINISTRATIVE  CHaNGESo  THE  COUNTY  AND 
COMMUNITY  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATIONS  WERE  SUBMITTED  TO  THE 

State  Committee  where  they  were  consolidated  into  state 
recommendations#  The  state  recommendations  were  then  sent 
to  the  Assistant  Administrator  fqr  Production,  Washington, 
D«  C#  From  these  state  recommendations  and  the  advice  of 

NUMEROUS  PEOPLE  OF  VARIOUS  PARTS  OF  THE  U«  S.  DEPARTMENT  OF 

Agriculture,  Land  Grant  Colleges,  Experiment  Stations,  and 
State  Departments  of  Agriculture,  the  1947  National 
Bulletin  was  developed# 

From  the  National  Bulletin,  each  state  developed  their  pro- 
gram TO  MEET  THE! R CONSERVATION  NEEDS 5 AND  EACH  COUNTY,  IN 
TURN,  DEVELOPED  THEIR  PROGRAM# 

An  IMPORTANT  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  1947  PROGRAM  WAS  THE  PRO- 
VISION FOR  COUNTY  COMMITTEES  TO  SELECT  WHAT  HAS  COME  TO  BE 
CALLED  A ^ LOCAL ^ PR ACT  I CE#  ' THERE  ARE  MANY  DIFFERENT  CONSER- 
VATION PROBLEMS  THAT  ARE  NOT  LARGE  ENOUGH  IN  SCOPE,  OR 
GENERAL  ENOUGH  IN  NATURE,  TO  WARRANT  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF 

practices  in  the  National  Bulletin  to  meet  all  of  them# 

Thus,  this  "local11  practice  provision  makes  it  possible  for 
a county  committee  to  develop  a practice  to  meet  any  such 
conservation  problem  that  may  exist  in  that  county* 


This  provision  proved  to  meet  the  needs  in  many  of  the 
counties  tN  Wyoming  as  twenty— one  of  the  twenty— three 

COUNTIES  SELECTED  nLOCALH  PRACTICES.  THE  PRACTICES  SELECTED 
CONSISTED  OF  SUCH  ITEMS  AS  CONSTRUCTION  OF  SHELTERS  AND 
WINDBREAKS,  ALFALFA  SEEDING  AND  ROTATION,  LIVESTOCK  SERVICE 
TRAILS,  CROP  RESIDUE  MANAGEMENT,  BACKSLOPING  OF  STEEP 

banks,  renovation  of  perennial  grasses  and  legumes, 
etc*  A summary  of  these  practices  is  contained  in  the 
practice  tables* 

To  operate  the  1947  program.  Congress  provided  265  million 
dollars*  Of  this  amount,  approximately  220  million  dollars 

WAS  DISTRIBUTED  TO  THE  STATES  AND  TERRITORIES  FOR  CONSERVA- 
TION PRACTICES*  The  REMAINING  AMOUNT  WAS  SET  ASIDE  FOR 

SUCH  ITEMS  AS  INCREASES  IN  SMALL  PAYMENT,  ADMINISTRATION, 
ETC*  WyOMING1S  SHARE  OF  THE  PRACTICE  MONEY  WAS  $!, £93,000* 

This  amount  was  divided  up  among  the  counties  on  the  basis 

OF  CONSERVATION  NEEDS,  PREVIOUS  ALLOCATIONS,  LAND  CLASSIFI- 
CATIONS, AND  PAST  PARTI  Cl PAT1 ON* 

The  !947  program  was  taken  to  the  field  by  the  State  Com- 
mittee and  the  Farmer  Fieldmen  early  in  1947#  The  pro- 

visions OF  the  program,  the  procedures  and  forms  to  be 

USED  WERE  ALL  EXPLAINED  TO  THE  COUNTY  AND  COMMUNITY  COM- 
Mt  TTEEMEN , AS  WELL  AS  ALL  COUNTY  OFFICE  PERSONNEL*  FROM 
THERE,  THE  COUNTY  AND  COMMUNITY  COMMITTEEMEN  CARRIED  THE 

program  out  to  the  farmers  and  ranchers  of  their  county  by 

MEANS  OF  COMMUNITY  MEETINGS,  INDIVIDUAL  CONTACTS,  ETC* 

There  were  £,£>34  farms  and  ranches  in  the  state  signed-up 
under  the  1947  program*  Of  this  number,  only  6,766  or  5 H 

OF  THE  FARMS  AND  RANCHES  IN  THE  STATE  ACTUALLY  CARRIED  OUT 

conservation  practices*  The  big  difference  between  the 

SIGN-UP  AND  THE  ACTUAL  PARTICIPATION  WAS  CAUSED  MAINLY  BY 
THE  UNCERTAINTY  OF  THE  PROGRAM  AND  FUNDS*  CONSIDERABLE 
EFFORT  HAD  TO  BE  PUT  FORTH  TO  GET  THE  PROGRAM  GOING  AGAIN 
AFTER  THE  JUNE  AND  JULY  TIE-UP*  THE  COUNTY  AND  COMMUNITY 
COMMITTEEMEN  DID  AN  EXCELLENT  .JOB  IN  GETTING  THE  PROGRAM 
GOING  AGAIN,  AS  EVIDENCED  BY  THE  FACT  THAT  THE  PARTICI- 
PATING farms  carried  out  practices  having  a credit  value 
OF  ABOUT  235,000  DOLLARS  MORE  THAN  THE  STATE  ALLOCATION 
FOR  PRACTICES*
